3. The field was occupied by about 60 single -engine and 4 twin- 
engine aircraft. Description of about 30 single-engine 
planes: Radial engine, bir. propeller hub, three-bladed 
propeller, clumsy fuselage, low-wing monoplane, trapezoidal 
wings with angular wing tip3, rear section of single-seat 
cockpit fairing into fuselage, landing gear retracting 
inward . 

Description of the other about 30 sin le-engine planes: 
In-line engine, throe-bladed propeller, low-wing monoplane, 
wing tips and elevator assembly rounded, rear section of 
single-seat coeknit fairing into fuselage, trailing edges 
of cockpit and wings about in line, radiator set under nose 
forward of wings. 


4. Description of twin-engine aircraft: Radial engine, low- 
ring nonoplane, triangular tv in gs, engines set in wings, 
landing wheels retracting into engines, single rudder 
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assembly, nose projecting far over engines. 

5 0 A fuel dump of five semi -underground containers with a 

capacity of 7,000 to 10,000 gallons each was located about 
3,300 feet east of the field.
